A. Warren and J. F. Campbell. Fior- 
ence J. O’Brien and Edward Hyatt 
voted to sustain the charges. 

Upon the death of Trustee Warren, 
who was one of Van Liew's support- 
ers, shortly after the acquittal, the 
Governor appointed Frank M. Ruther- 
ford of Truckee to fill the vacancy, 
and his Grst appearance at a 
of the board was today.
